1936 Inventory 

O all the readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE, from 

the Golden Gate to Montauk Point, from 
Melbourne to Maisons-Laffitte, from Tokyo to 
Tampa, we extend our wishes for a merry Christ- 
mas and a happy New Year. There is no inter- 
est which, more than an interest in the Thor- 
oughbred horse, makes friends and fellows of peo- 
ple who otherwise walk separate ways. So when 
we extend the conventional greetings of the sea- 
son we do it with the same sincerity and with 
something of the same feeling as if we were ad- 
dressing a family gathering assembled for the 
seasonal celebration. 

Perhaps as we hail the new year we should 
consider what we have done with the old. 

The year 1936 was marked by an almost un- 
exampled prosperity for racing. Speaking gen- 
erally, meetings were profitable, racing was good, 
the market for bloodstock was strong, and public 
appreciation of the sport appeared to be on the 
increase. It is perhaps significant, however, that 
the principal prosperity of the sport was in areas 
which are comparatively new to racing, such as 


Florida, California, and New England. What 
financial gains were registered in old racing 
states, such as Kentucky, Maryland, and New 


York, were dim indeed beside the fireworks in 
the totalizators at Narragansett Park and Santa 
Anita Park. Illinois, once a prosperous racing 
center, had little share in the year’s substantial 
dividends. The Chicago tracks are now a prob- 
lem for their owners and a warning to others 
whose notion it is that operating a race track is 
all reaping and no sowing. American racing has 
made many new friends, but has yet to learn the 
way to maintain old friendships. 

A gratifying item in the inventory of 1936 is 
the fact that it brought forth no new race tracks, 
with the exception of Keeneland. The time has 
come when the announcement that a new track 
is to be built is a matter for regret. Racing must 
not be a tent show which takes what it can get 
from one community and moves on to the next. 
What the sport needs now is not an increase 
in quantity but an improvement in quality. 
Keeneland, replacing the old Kentucky Associa- 
tion track at Lexington, has dedicated itself to 


the improvement of the sport, and, we believe, 
has definitely lifted the quality of racing. 


A most encouraging development of the year 
was the preliminary organization of an associa- 
tion or alliance of track operators. If this group 
is finally organized and goes seriously about the 
business of promoting its common interests, it 
may become a most important voice in American 
racing, especially if it is far-sighted enough to 
develop a long-time program of gaining public 
confidence by deserving it. 

As yet there has been no move to reduce high 
taxes or high take-out. 

The year has seen the high-frequency finish 
camera become an established part of the racing 
scene in this country. 

There has been no notable progress this year 
in the campaign to suppress the illegal stimula- 
tion of horses. The Bureau of Narcotics, in its 
annual report for 1935, stated that a “a large 
number of race horses have been found drugged 
[but] the penalties inflicted by the state racing 
commissions have been so low that they served as 
no deterrent. ... Licenses are still being granted 
to flagrant violators.’ So just is this statement 
that THE BLOOD-HORSE, considering how many 
demonstrated offenders against the stimulation 
rule are now exercising the full rights of the 
training profession, is willing to protest that it is 
rank discrimination when Jack Howard, convicted 
of a 1933 violation, finds himself unable to obtain 
a license in some states. 

There has been very little done this year to 
improve the average class of racing as a public 
attraction. The racing secretary still takes his 
cues from the selling platers. Only last week it 
was announced that Granville, the best horse of 
the year, and potentially the greatest gate at- 
traction of next year, is going to the stud. 
American racing is too much a matter of mass 
production to be attractive to a champion. 

Finally, it has been a good year for the breeder 
who makes a business of breeding racers. Prices 
have risen generally, and especially the prices for 
fillies, and there seems every prospect that the 
strong market will continue in 1937. 

These are days of prosperity. 
them days of progress.

A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 

ECEMBER 10. Drove 250 miles homeward 

today, largely in either pouring rain or fog. 
Arrived at Sleepy Hollow Stud just in time to 
get a quick look at most of the horses, finding 
all in first-class condition. A welcome batch of 
mail included a press release relative to Dr. 
Harry H. Laughlin’s mathematical method of 
breeding horses, which he is now reported to have 
down to fine point. Dr. Laughlin is to speak be- 
fore a Maryland breeders’ group soon. 


DECEMBER 11. Spent this morning in a detailed 
inspection of my lot of horses here, comparing 
them in the mind’s eye with those seen in recent 
days. It looks as though our stuff is about on 
an average with most seen, though some of the 
younger foals are smaller, as is usually the case. 
The horses were all indoors as the northeaster 
we drove through yesterday reached here this 
morning and we had the full benefit of it. The 
14-foot wide well that the farm men have been 
digging in front of the house here has deepened 
considerably since we went away. The good clay 
that is coming out of it is going into the bottom 
of unused stalls and the sheds. Mixed with 
plenty of lime it becomes just like a cement floor. 


DECEMBER 12. The horses have all had an al- 
lowance of glauber salts, a good double fistfull 
apiece, in their water buckets tonight and the 
grain ration has been cut a third today. This is 
always done when untoward weather conditions 
force the horses to remain within doors. Signs 
that the horse business is steadily forging ahead 
to good times again are obvious on all sides. 
Four bids that a few years ago would have meant 
four buys have so far elicited no cables from 
Newmarket, so doubtless a wise young California 
breeder who picked good ones to bid on will be 
in for a disappointment. Then from the Island 
possessions comes a cable for information as to 
the possibilities of obtaining a score of race- 
horses at low cost, not at all an easy order to 
fill these days, though easily done but a short 
time past. 


DECEMBER 13. This having been a bright and 
pleasant Sunday, after inspection this morning 
Mrs. N. V. and I drove over some 50 miles to 
our State University for lunch with the new head 
of the Live Stock Department. This gentleman 
is a keen horseman and our small State is going 
to be a good deal better off in a few years for 
his being here. The Federal Government has 
aided in the building of some new barns at the 
University and we hope that before long there 
will be good facilities for students of horse hus- 
bandry. The mares and young stock enjoyed 
their day outside after the continuous cold rains, 
and all seemed to want to avail themselves of 
the sand beds for a roll after they had galloped 
around a bit. Both of the stallions here took a 
good deal of exercise and before long will be put 
into regular work. 

DECEMBER 14. A windlass has been erected 
over the well this morning and the strong clay 
is going into stalls. It seems to take an awful 
time to get down to water level, and when they 
do they will have to brick up the sides, so I sup- 
pose we will have the mess around for a long 
time yet. Had a good look at the steers today 
with the farm manager. They seem to be thriv- 
ing well and those being fed in the yards at the 
upper farm are putting on weight nicely. Mine

down here are not getting fat but are growing 
as they should. 


DECEMBER 15. The well-diggers have got down 
some 15 feet and have reached a stratum of pure 
white sand. We are getting it hauled around the 
water troughs and gateways, where it becomes 
very muddy in the winter when it is constantly 
thawing and freezing. We have also replenished 
the sand rolling beds in the paddocks, for the 
mares and young stock seem to enjoy a roll in 
the cold weather almost as much as they do when 
it is hot. 


DECEMBER 16. I have a letter from the British 
West Indies today asking me what sort of shoes 
we use on the feet of our yearlings, and asking 
whether it is best to shoe them fully or not. 
Here we put tips, that is half-plates, on them 
just in front when breaking is started. Usually 
they are shod with dull-toed plates in front after 
they have been going along some time and some- 
times before they get their final trials shoes are 
put on behind, though by no means always. We 
do not use sharp shoes at all on the youngsters, 
the shoes used being the regular steel racing 
plates without the toe. I have never seen alum- 
inum plates used on yearlings and see little value 
in them in this case. Some horsemen use no 
plates at all on yearlings, and, where the feet 
are in good shape and the footing not too rough, 
there seems little real need of them. The Thomas 
Hitchcock horses are regularly left unshod at all 
times and they certainly win their full share of 
purses over the jumps. 
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SIDELIGHTS - 


California’s Breeding 


READER in California, grown restive under 

continual jibes from Eastern writers, writes 
in to say: “We are yet young, but bear with us 
awhile.”’ The jibes to which he objects are those 
which accompany certain tales from the Coast, 
with the general tenor: “That came from Cali- 
fornia——eat it if you care to choke.”’ My corre- 
spondent writes further: 


Our feelings concerning the constant criticism of our- 
selves and our horses are comparable to those of East- 
ern owners and trainers concerning their treatment by 
certain scribes across the Atlantic. We do not feel in- 
ferior, though we do realize that our experience has 
not been as great, nor have resources been open to us 
for long. We are as anxious to correct our faults as 


are all Americans, but the great racing associations and 
studs were not organized successfully overnight. 

I think, in the current phrase, that he has 
something there. California has been the home 
of a considerable amount of pretty violent trifling 
with the verities—not tall stories such as spun 
in Lexington hotel lobbies or over the Keeneland 
bar, but gusty, raw-boned Chamber-of-Commerce 
lies. Hollywood technique, in other words, has 
spread like ink on a blotter over most of the 
State. The result is that racing stories some- 
times get in a class with movie magazines, where 
the current leading actress reveals her real am- 
bition to be a desire to raise geraniums and 
babies in a white cottage well removed from pub- 
licity agents and fan mail. 

But the charge does not lie against California 
breeders and owners t% any great extent, as I am 
very glad to admit. Those that I have met seem 
almost uniformly to be genuine sportsmen, of a 
tvpe which is a credit to the game. And though 
California sports writers have tried patriotically 
to make heroes and heroines of horses which 
sometimes do not deserve it, it seems certain 
that the general average of California-owned 
horses has improved. Many, if not most, of 
these were bred in the East, but are now regular 
performers on the Coast circuit and will eventual- 
ly enter stud there. It is too early for breeding 
to show much improvement, for racing has been 
legalized only a few years. But a good deal of 
good stock has moved West, and when the Cali- 
fornia-bred get of Flying Ebony, Sweepster, Box- 
thorn, Tick On, The Nut, Saxon, Wildair, and 
others are added to the get of stallions which 
have been in service there for some time, there 
should be a considerable improvement in the 
breeding field. 

It is a far cry back to the days when great 
horses came out of California to challenge Ken- 
tucky-, Tennessee-, and Virginia-bred horses. 
But it is quite possible that there may be others 
such as Mollie McCarty, Grinstead, Emperor of 
Norfolk, and Rey El Santa Anita in coming 
years. It would be a very good thing for the 
Turf, for sectional rivalry in horse racing gave a 
powerful impetus to the sport in the form of in- 
creased public interest. Back in 1898 Lyman 
Horace Weeks wrote, in The American Turf: 

It is, perhaps, a little too soon to decide what may 
be the ultimate outcome of this interesting experiment 
of raising Thoroughbreds so far away from what is con- 
sidered to be their natural home in Kentucky. Never- 
theless, sufficient has already resulted to show that the 
California breeding establishments are certain to exer- 
cise a considerable and lasting effect upon the future 
of the American Turf. 

After a lapse of nearly 40 years, there isn’t 
really much to add to this. Thus far, it has not

proved true, for racing was killed in California a 
few years after it was written; the great Haggin 
stud was moved to Kentucky; and breeding 
dwindled to almost nothing. But California 
breeding is coming again, and Mr. Weeks’ sum- 
mary of the situation is apposite once more.

Smaller Matters 


RACKLING sounds heard over radios last 
week prove not to have been static, but A. A. 
Baroni protesting the assignment of 127 pounds 
to Top Row in the Santa Anita Handicap. Mr. 
Baroni points out that Top Row was beaten, 
under 124 pounds, by Indian Broom at 1% miles 
last April. He deposes further: ‘Rosemont and 
Top Row carried equal weights (116) last spring, 
and they say Rosemont should have beaten my 
horse for the big purse.’’ This seems very rea- 
sonable, and I have no doubt that Secretary 
Everett will immediately cut Top Row’s weight 
to some such reasonable figure as 110 pounds. 
However, there will be those to point out that 
Indian Broom raced to a new world’s record to 
beat Top Row, and that a horse can take quite 
comfortably all the lickings he gets in world’s 
record time. There may be others to say that 
if Mr. Baroni believes himself favored enough by 
fortune to win a $100,000 race from a better 
horse, he should hardly object to the weight 
penalties connected with victory in so rich an 
event.

Equine Speed and Human 


N Havana, Cuba, plans are being made for 

Jesse Owens, sensational negro track star 
from Ohio State University, to race 100 meters 
against a horse. Since Owens will have a pub- 
licity organization and the horse will not, the 
negro may win. On the same principle, a horse 
might beat Sir Malcolm Campbell's Bluebird— 
if Sir Malcolm didn’t drive too fast. But on 
paper, the horse looks odds-on. Almost any 
Thoroughbred can do a quarter in 23 seconds, 
especially if he doesn’t expect to go any farther. 
At that speed, he would go 100 meters in about 
514 seconds. No human runner has been able to 
cover the distance in as little as 10 seconds. So 
even allowing for a possibly quicker start by the 
erstwhile Olympic contender, if this race isn’t 
“fixed,” it isn’t going to be a race. 


AMERICAN DERBY 

Washington Park officials are expected to ask 
for June 12 or June 19 as a date for the Ameri- 
can Derby, with $25,600 added, in 1937. The 
event was dropped in 1936, as a result of changes 
in Illinois dates, but will be revived in 1937, ac- 
cording to present plans. 


JACK ANTHONY’S AMBITION 

I should think that there is one that Jack An- 
thony desires above all else, and that is to win 
the Grand National for Mr. ‘“Jock’’ Whitney. No 
success imaginable for owner or trainer would be 
more popular than that of the Whitney-J. An- 
thony combination in the Aintree prize.

He is a thoroughly sporting owner of the very 
best type.

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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


LONDON, DECEMBER 7. 

HE Jockey Club senior handicapper, Arthur 

Fawcett, in compiling his Free Handicap of 
the 1936 2-year-olds, has not created so much 
controversy as he did 12 months ago. He then 
departed from the orthodox methods of handi- 
capping, and on the strength of the colt’s one 
good performance, in the Dewhurst Stakes, he 
rated Bala Hissar as the best of his age. Many 
good judges agreed, others were emphatic in con- 
demning the assessment. The critics have been 
proved correct. Bala Hissar has not realized ex- 
pectations, and indeed that Dewhurst Stakes 
form, as now reviewed, looks very moderate in- 
deed. Not one of the 12 runners finished among 
the place money in any of the classics. 

On the present occasion, Mr. Fawcett has had 
to handicap a lot better class of juveniles than 12 
months ago, and as it is much easier to rate the 
merits of good horses than those which are con- 
tinually beating each other, it follows that the 
present Free Handicap is more in accord with 
general expectations. The official compiler has, 
however, upset the majority of forecasts in plac- 
ing Marshall Field’s fine colt Foray one pound 
above Lord Astor’s unbeaten Early School. We 
have to bear in mind, however, that this handi- 
cap is framed for a race over seven furlongs to 
be run at the Newmarket Craven meeting on 
April 15. I am among those who think that, in 
the Derby, Early School is likely to prove the 
best of his year, but I certainly would not lay 
odds on his beating Foray at one pound over seven 
furlongs. Nor, for that matter, would the Man- 
ton stable connections be confident of the issue. 
It must not be overlooked that they declined to 
oppose Foray with their champion in the Buck- 
enham Stakes at the Newmarket First October 
meeting, preferring to give Early School a “bene- 
fit” at the York meeting a week or so later. This 
decision was no doubt to the benefit of both 
colts. They were able to wind up their juvenile 
careers with easy races, leaving them in good 
heart for the business next spring. But it clear- 
ly showed that there was no confidence in Early 
School's ability to match Foray’s fine speed. 

Foray is absolutely true to the Tetratema 
type. His sire won the Two Thousand Guineas, 
and so did Mr. Jinks, son of Tetratema. Another 
son, Theft, would have won the Guineas with 
Bahram out of the way. But Tetratema himself, 
and Mr. Jinks, Theft, and all others of his best 
sons, showed clear stamina limitations. A mile 
was the extent of their tether in top-class com- 
pany and I feel fully convinced that it will be the 
same for Foray. I would not be tempted by 
any odds to consider him for Derby honors, but 
I am so far in agreement with the Free Handicap 
weights to think that, in the Two Thousand Guin- 
eas, he may well have the foot of Early School 
and all others of his rivals. 

Mr. Fawcett has, quite rightly, ignored the 
Doncaster failure of Le Grand Duc, and has 
placed the Aga Khan’s colt only one pound be- 
hind Early School. I am well satisfied that Le 
Grand Duc is a colt of the highest class, and heel 
trouble was the cause of his failure in the Cham- 
pagne Stakes at the St. Leger meeting. If 
Frank Butters’ stable is to win another Derby 
next year, it is sure to be by the agency of this 
son of *Blenheim II which has the true rhyth- 
mic action so essential to the Epsom gradients. 

It will be noted that the handicapper has rated

It is snowing as I write, and it seems a far 
cry to the Epsom summer meeting. But there 
has already been considerable betting on the 
Derby, and it may interest readers if I quote the 
odds offered by the leading London firm of ante- 
post commission agents. The list is as follows: 
5-1 Early School; 10-1 each Foray, The Hour, and 
Le Grand Duc; 100-7 each Perifox and Phakos; 
100-6 each Full Sail, Pascal, Sansalvo, and Solfo; 
25-1 bar 10. 

As I have frequently written during the past 
season, I have a great liking for Early School, 
and I think he is well entitled to be favorite for 
the 1937 Derby. But I should advise no one to 
take five to one about his chance at this stage. 
The odds are not tempting enough, particularly 
in view of the deplorable Manton stable record 
at Epsom during the recent years. They have 
not won a race of any description on the course 
since the summer of 1930.

The 3-Year-Olds 


T the same time that the T. Y. O. Free 
Handicap was published, we had an official 
estimate of the leading 3-year-olds, handicapped 
as for a race over 10 furlongs at Newmarket on 
May 14. 
Taking the season’s form as a whole, no one 
will cavil with Mahmoud being placed at the head 
of affairs. He was unquestionably the most con- 
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sistent performer, though inferior to Rhodes 
Scholar when the latter showed at his bright- 
est and best. It is a pity that the Derby winner 
is not remaining in training for another season. 
I hear that the decision to retire Taj Akbar, 
Derby runner-up to the stud has been revised, 
and he will be trained for next season’s Cup. 
I am fully convinced that it is not for the good 
of the breed to send immature horses to stud. 
In the main, they get precocious, as_ distinct 
from stout, stock, and with the exception of that 
phenomenal horse, The Tetrarch, there has been 
no champion sire in my time which commenced 
stud duties at four. The Tetrarch headed the list 
on only one occasion—in 1919. 

I understand that this matter of sending colts 
to the stud at the end of their 3-year-old racing 
days is receiving the serious attention of the 
Jockey Club and the British Thoroughbred Breed- 
ers’ Association, and it will not surprise me if 
there is some restrictive legislation on the matter. 

Apart from Mahmoud, it is good to note that 
practically all 3-year-olds of repute remain in 
training for another term. Owners were largely 
influenced in this decision by the hope of win- 
ning some of the big Coronation year events, the 
anticipation being that next season's racing 
would beat all records. At the time of writing, 
however, it appears to be more than doubtful 
whether there will be any Coronation at all, and 
the future of the Empire itself seems to be in the 
melting pot.

From Flat to Fences 


ITHOUT demonstration or fuss the change 

over from the flat to racing across fence and 
hurdle duly took place last week, and with the 
old-fashioned sporting environment as pronounced 
as ever, I must confess that the winter period 
among the jumpers tends to act as a tonic. 


The outstanding happening of the first week’s 
*chasing was the introduction at the Birmingham 
meeting of another Grand National aspirant in 
the hitherto unknown Dawmar, a strong-quar- 
tered, short-legged, Irish-bred mare by Jackdaw, 
a horse responsible for those famous performers 
Brown Jack, Kellsbero’ Jack, Jack Tar, and Jack 
Drummer. Apparently Dawmar’s ability and 
promise had preceded her. Before the Birming- 
ham race, overtures were advanced for the pur- 
chase of the mare by the Hednesford trainer 
Duffy, acting on behalf of W. S. Murphy, the 
Edinburgh bookmaker and football pool pro- 
moter, the deal being completed for £1,800, plus 
a contingency in the event of success at Aintree. 

Served up a red hot favorite for the Tamworth 
‘Chase Dawmar won, though by no means im- 
pressively. Like so many leppers recruited from 
Ireland she was inclined to break her fences, 
without creating the impression of falling. I 
shall welcome another view of the mare. Daw- 
mar next sports silk at Wolverhampton on Box- 
ing Day. 

Another interesting competitor at Birmingham 
in the 4-year-old Argental, also recruited from 
Ireland by the tobacco magnate A. Donn, at a 
cost of £2,000, arrested attention when stylishly 
winning the Burton Hurdle. It was not what 
Argental did but the manner by which victory 
was accomplished which proved so _ pleasing. 
Surveying this strong-shouldered recruit in the 
unsaddling enclosure, the impression was imme- 
diately formed that Argental was destined to ac- 
complish big things and it came as no surprise 


when his Epsom trainer produced him again at 
Kempton, this time over fences, and Argental 
followed up his previous success. For a novice 
to outjump and outstay seasoned animals like 
Santa Klaus and Lacatoi requires natural ’chas- 
ing ability. This Argental unquestionably pos- 
sesses and I make bold to predict that if escaping 
mishap, Billy Payne’s charge is destined to be- 
come a top-notcher at the game. Given choice 
between Dawmar and Argental, choice unhesi- 
tatingly would be made of Argental which pos- 
sesses all the qualifications of developing into a 
second Troytown. 

At Newbury, Morse Code, regarded as one of 
the best ’chasers sheltered in the extensively pa- 
tronized Wroughton stable, lived up to his prom- 
ise by fluently defeating Luckypenny, Airgead 
Sics and Battleship in the Open ’Chase. No 
finer display of fencing has been seen for many 
a day. With ordinary fortune a great future can 
be predicted for Morse Code, who, during the 
summer, has built up into a magnificent speci- 
men of the ’chasing Thoroughbred. 

Henri’s Choice, subject of a marvelous recov- 
ery from a broken neck, played hare before 
hounds when never headed for the Berks Hurdle 
at Newbury. Subsequently Mr. Ben Warner sold 
the old fellow to G. S. Whitelaw. Truly there 
appears to be little sentiment about some race- 
horse owners. I should have thought that no 
money would have purchased the remarkable old 
grey, over which, according to the sob papers, 
Mr. Warner shed tears when the gelding’s life 
was despaired of after his Liverpool accident. 


SPRING DATES 

LAMO DOWNS’ winter meeting begins Janu- 

ary 1, runs for 50 days, through February 
27. Texas’ three other major tracks agreed on a 
date schedule for spring racing at a meeting 
held with the State Racing Commission on 
December 16. Dallas Fair Park, which did not 
hold a race meeting this fail because the Texas 
Centennial Exposition occupied racing 
grounds, is again in the Texas racing picture. 
The dates, approved by the commission:

SUSPENSIONS 

On November 27 Jockey M. Calvert was sus- 
pended at Arlington Downs, and stewards recom- 
mended a 60-day additional suspension. On De- 
cember 18 the Texas Racing Commission gave 
Calvert a suspension terminating January 1, 1937. 
Since Arlington Downs closed on November 28, 
and Alamo Downs does not open until January 1, 
Calvert was barred from riding one day in Texas. 
A similar ruling was made in the case of Jockey 
L. Josephson, who was suspended December 7 at 
the Harlingen track, an oval supervised by the 
racing commission, but not recognized outside the 
State. 


SAN DIEGO TRACK 

The Del Mar Turf Club, headed by Bing 
Crosby, has agreed to pay $100,000 for a 10- 
year franchise, plus rental equaling 12'2 per cent 
of the track’s take-out of the pari-mutuel turn- 
over. W. P. A. funds will be used to finance con- 
struction, and work is expected to begin at once.

OILLOWING the publication referred to in 1905, 

no further information was developed on this 
subject until 1923 when the army in the Philip- 
pines, carrying out a new policy of the War De- 
partment of using, so far as practicable, products 
of the communities in which various organiza- 
tions were stationed, substituted copra meal and 
palay for two-thirds of the American oats for- 
merly used, and native rice hay for half the ra- 
tion of American hay that had been fed the army 
animals ever since the army had been in the 
Islands. The change in the ration was made 
gradually and not completed till 1925. Disaster 
promptly followed and in 1926, 60 per cent of all 
the army animals in the Philippines were lame 
or stumblers, most of them nearly or quite un- 
serviceable. Sixteen per cent were suffering from 
big head. An investigation by army veterinary 
officers with funds supplied by the Army Medi- 
cal Department Research Board placed the re- 
sponsibility for the condition of the army animals 
definitely upon a calcium-phosphorus unbalance 
in the ration. The new Philippine ration con- 
tained calcium and phosphorus in the ratio of 
1:3. The investigators found that a ratio of 1:2 
was safe for well animals, that a ratio of 1:2.4 
definitely produced the disease in a considerable 
percentage of the animals consuming it. On a 
calcium-phosphorus ratio of 1:1, affected animals 
speedily recovered if the disease had not ad- 
vanced to a point where there was marked en- 
largement of the facial bones; even these cases 
were improved by the high-calcium low-phos- 
phorous ration. 

The findings in this investigation were pub- 
lished in 1932, (Philippine Journal of Science, 
49:1 September, 1932, and extensively reviewed 
in this country in 1933, Veterinary Medicine 28:6 
June 1933). But it attracted little attention. 
In this country, osteomalacia, the term the Phil- 
ippine investigators (Majors Holt and Kintner) 
applied to the condition, was regarded as a rare 
disease; a disease characterized by an enlarge- 
ment of the facial bones and not as the cause of 
spavin, ringbone, navicular disease and a host 
of lameness. 


PROFESSOR MITCHELL’S INVESTIGATIONS 


The terminal stage of osteomalacia, the stage 
where there is a marked enlargement of the fa- 
cial bones, occurs perhaps not at all in Great 
Britain. It was rare there in 1860 when Varnell 
first described it, but as is the case in America, 
but perhaps not to the same extent, horses in 
England and Scotland suffer from lameness of 
various types often accompanied by exostoses. 

Professor William Mitchell of the Royal (Dick) 
Veterinary College, Edinburgh, about 10 years 
ago, began making complete dissections of car- 
casses of such animals whenever he had the op- 
portunity. He was astonished at what these dis- 
sections revealed. Regardless of where the lame- 
ness may have been located he found extensive 
involvement of practically all articulations. 
Joints in which there was no history of the ani- 
mal having been lame were as badly involved in 
a non-inflammatory degenerative process as those 
joints in which the animal had been severely 
lame. These findings agreed fully with the find- 
ings in the Philippine cases where the disease 
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was far more severe, ran a far more rapid course, 
and in 16 per cent of the cases, reached the ier- 
minal stage of big head. 


In addition to confirming the findings of the 
Army veterinarians in the Philippines, so far as 
bone lesions were concerned, Mitchell added much 
to our knowledge of the subject on the nervous 
phases of the ailment. Army veterinarians had 
noted that affected animals were sometimes rest- 
less, and that occasional cases were unmanage- 
able and vicious. Mitchell noted a non-inflamma- 
tory degeneration of the trunks of peripheral 
nerves and that horses with string halt, grunt- 
ers, jinked back, and animals that could not be 
backed or would not lie down in the stable, or 
that had a staggery gait and in same instances 
roarers, presented similar nerve and bone lesions. 
They were apparently but different manifesta- 
tions of the same ailment. His findings have ap- 
peared in a series of papers published in the Vet- 
erinary Record, beginning in 1933, and continu- 
ing down to the present time. The most impor- 
tant of his early communications was extensively 
reviewed in Veterinary Medicine (January, 1934) 
and his latest paper was published in the same 
magazine in the November issue of this year 
(1936). 


Mitchell's investigation of osteomalacia in 
horses is still in progress. Some of the conclu- 
sions he has reached are definite, others are only 
tentative. He is convinced the condition is due 
to dietary faults, but doubts that in Scotland it 
is due exclusively to an unbalanced calcium-phos- 
phorus ratio. He strongly suspects that a vita- 
min A deficiency is involved. Mitchell calls the 
condition ‘“‘rheumatic disease’? and apparently 
does not regard the skeletal involvement as pri- 
mary or most important. 


COLONEL GREENLEE’S INVESTIGATION 


In this aye of motor lobbies in legislative halls, 
the horse has been denied the benefit of research 
funds from the taxpayer’s pocket, notwithstand- 
ing he still supplies an overwhelming proportion 
of the farm power. Consequently we have to de- 
pend largely upon observation for the develop- 
ment of new facts concerning this animal. Get- 
ting facts by observation is a pretty good way 
to get them. But it takes a long time to solve 
complex problems that way. Ordinarily, scien- 
tific research is much speedier in finding a solu- 
tion. 

Col. C. W. Greenlee was in the Philippines at 
the time of Major Kintner’s investigation of 
osteomalacia and was thoroughly familiar with 
it. He was transferred to Fort Benjamin Harri- 
son, near Indianapolis, in 1930. He found the 
disease nearly as common among the army 
horses at that post as it was in the Philippines 
earlier; but in a milder form. It progressed so 
slowly that most of the animals were disposed 
of before the b'g-hcad stage was reached. How- 
ever, among the 350 government animals at the 
Post, there ultimately developed eight cases of 
big head. Quite a number of cases exhibiting 
nervous derangement also occurred. 

The symptoms from the beginning to the end 
of an attack did not differ from those reported 
by James in Missouri in 1886 or those observed 
by Hinegaugh in North Dakota 10 years later, 
or by Biggs in Indiana, Hoskins and Adams in 
Pennsylvania, or Morris, Wende and others in 
New York about the turn of the century. The 
only difference was Greenlee recognized the dis- 
ease as osteomalacia from the first symptoms,

the uneasiness, the restlessness on the picket-line, 
the intermittent attacks of lameness, now in one 
leg now in another, the frequent stumbling at a 
trot, the incurable lameness, spavins, side bones, 
ringbones, navicular disease, various and sundry 
exostoses, fractures, and in one or two per cent, 
enlarged facial bones. All were but different 
stages or different types of one and the same 
thing——osteomalacia—to Greenlee. 


All of the others mentioned, in their writings, 
enumerated these identical symptoms as_ the 
symptoms of osteomalacia, but if the progress 
of the disease stopped anywhere along the course, 
as in most instances it did, and did not reach the 
terminal stage of big head, they did not call the 
ailment big head, but called it lameness due to 
shoeing, or due to spavin, or side bones, or 
sprained tendons, or strained ligaments, or they 
called it navicular disease or rheumatism, etc. In 
this way they were able to justify local treat- 
ment for a general disease, to fire spavins, blister 
side bones, devise new shoes for navicular disease 
and apply liniments to swollen and unswollen 
tendons and ligaments. The lesions in the cases 
at Fort Benjamin Harrison were similar to those 
found in the Philippines and to those described by 
Mitchell. The bone lesions, too, duplicated those 
described and illustrated by Williams in 1905. 


Assuming most lameness and nearly all exos- 
toses in horses to be merely local symptoms and 
legions of a dietary disease, and the evidence of 
this is simply overwhelming, one must explain 
why it was so prevalent at the Indiana army post 
and only sporadic on Indiana farms. The pecu- 
liar situation in regard to feeding affords an ex- 
planation. Fort Benjamin Harrison is situated 
in a section where much fine timothy hay is 
grown. It constituted the exclusive forage of the 
animals at the Fort. For.the grain ration, army 
regulations prescribe oats, but permit the substi- 
tution of oil meal or bran or other grains for a 
portion of the grain ration. The army animals 
were receiving both bran and oil meal. Timothy 
hay is very low in calcium; both bran and oil 
meal are very high in phosphorus. The result 
was a ration with a calcium-phosphorus ratio 
varying in different organizations from 1:2.5 to 
1:3, all well within the danger zone, but not so 
far out of balance as the Philippine ration. The 
use of oil meal as a feed for horses was not com- 
mon in the district except at the Post, nor was 
daily feeding of bran practiced on surrounding 
farms. This probably accounts for the condition 
being more prevalent and more acute among the 
army horses than Indiana and other veterinar- 
ians were experiencing in their practices at the 
time. A quite detailed discussion of this Indiana 
outbreak of osteomalacia with many illustrations 
and case histories may be found in the January 
1934 issue of Veterinary Medicine. 

Not enough is known of the vitamin require- 
ments of horses to say whether or not the horses 
at Fort Benjamin Harrison were suffering from 
a vitamin A deficiency as well as a calcium-phos- 
phorus unbalance in the ration; but I am inclined 
to agree with the pointed suggestion of Mitchell 
that this skeletal and nerve disease is due to a 
combination of both factors. The solution of the 
problem worked out by Major Kintner in the 
Philippines just does not quite fit in the United 
States. The ration at Fort Benjamin Harrison 
has been mentioned. There the disease ran a 
somewhat seasonal course, being more severe in 
the winter time with considerable let-up in sum- 
mer. Two things may account for this—a small 


amount of grazing in the summer and a 100 per 
cent increase in the amount of water consumed 
by the animals at that season. The first would 
supply some additional vitamin A and calcium, 
the other additional calcium, since the drinking 
water contained nearly a half-gram of calcium 
per gallon. 


Detailed description of the symptoms and le- 
sions in the Philippine and Fort Benjamin Harri- 
son army animals and of the cases encountered 
in the practice of Professor Mitchell are available 
in the literature. Still, it may be well to refer to 
them briefiy. In the description of the cases at 
the Indiana post in the January 1934 issue of 
Veterinary Medicine, the following occurs: 


Symptoms—There is a wide variation in individual 
tolerance of calcium-phosphorus unbalance and a con- 
siderable individual variance in the symptoms; particu- 
larly in the sequence of symptoms in the early stages 
of osteomalacia. In general, stiffness, stumbling and 
abnormal standing postures may be said to be the earliest 
manifestations of the disease; since this is particularly 
objectionable in polo ponies, this type of animals were 
the greatest sufferers from osteomalacia, the number 
rendered useless for playing because of this fault ap- 
proaching 50 per cent annually of the average number 
of such animals at the post. Another early symptom 
is a constant shifting of the weight off first one leg, 
then another, when standing; on any picket line at Fort 
Benjamin Harrison this constant change of position 
could be noted. Many of the affected animals would 
not stand in the same position more than a minute. 
Some were resting two legs at a time which is dis- 
tinctly abnormal in a horse or mule, unless it is very 
tired, and uncommon then. This symptom alone enables 
the veterinarian to pick out from a group of horses 
tied on the picket line practically all that are affected 
with osteomalacia. This stage is soon followed by an 
inclination to lie down more than normally and in a 
few days or weeks the animal may appear to be tired 
all the time; it ioses its ‘life’ and ‘‘spirit.””. The stride 
is shortened and the gait becomes “stilted’’ and soon 
there is a distinct ‘‘ouchiness’” on first starting out. 
None of the cases in the foregoing stages are likely to 
be. called to the attention of a veterinarian. In these 
stages the disease will be diagnosed usually only if the 
veterinarian discovers it. 

It is only when the animal goes lame that its con- 
dition is brought to the attention of the veterinarian. 
This type of lameness is prone to develop suddenly— 
instantly, without any explainable cause; in army ani- 
mals commonly while being exercised, often when 
being led. Often there are no lesions observable, or 
there may he swollen and painful joints or tendons. 
The shoulder, hip and. stifle joints are perhaps most 
frequently involved. The enimal recovers under treat- 
ment only to go lame a day or a week or a month later, 
in 2 different leg. There is apt to be perversion of the 
appetite and animals may be noted eating manure. 
Symptoms of teteny or even tetanus may supervene. 
All the early symptoms become more marked, the at- 
tacks of lameness come on more frequently and are 
more stubborn to treat; it becomes painful for the 
animal to move at all or even to stand, the bones of 
the head begin to enlorge first shown by a ridge on the 
mandible laterally just below the gum margin, there is 
a bulging of the facial bones, finally there is sudden 
emaciation which is the precursor of death within a 
few weeks. Naturally, few if any affected animals are 
retained beyond the period when lameness renders 
them useless and the prognosis is hopeless. The appe- 
tite remains good to the end. Even before emaciation 
occurs, the skin is involved frequently; becoming rough 
and pimply. 

Lesions.—The postmortem lesions are remarkably 
uniform. No opportunity has occurred to autopsy a 
case in the very early stages, but in animals destroyed 
because of the disease or that die of intercurrent causes, 
there are extensive exostoses in various parts of the 
skeleton. Many joints are involved in the pathological 
process showing a vegetative growth and discoloration 
of various synovial membranes, or an erosion of the 
articular surface of the joints; frequently both con- 
ditions are present in the same joint. There are red- 
dened areas on the shafts of the bones and in the bone 
marrow. It is noteworthy that joints that have shown 
no pain or swelling, or have given rise to no lameness, 
may be as badly involved as those that have caused 
lameness or progressed through stages of swelling and 
tenderness. It leads to the suspicion that joints are 
tolerant of extensive structural changes if there be no 
infection or mechanical interference with their function, 
and that the shifting or migratory lameness is referable 
entirely to the general condition and not to the local 
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lesion. It raises a question as to the value of any 
local treatment. 

Nerve trunk lesions exactly similar, microscop- 
ically, to those described by Professor Mitchell 
were observed in the Philippines by Colonel 
Greenlee, who noted also ulcers in the cardiac 
portion of the stomach of affected animals. 

In cases due to strained tendons and ligaments, 
there is often tenderness in the part and not in- 
frequently swelling. As to whether this is a 
result of a weakening of the tendons and liga- 
ments due to the same cause that weakens the 
bones or whether it is due to a greater strain 
upon them owing to lack of tone in the muscles, 
has not been determined. In fact, the extensive 
non-inflammatory degeneration of nerve trunks 
has been little investigated; but it is certain that 
it affects muscular action and muscular co- 
ordination. The staggery gait is due to this. 
This lack of muscular coordination and muscular 
tone causes, of course, many abrupt stresses on 
tendons and ligaments that they would not other- 
wise suffer, and this may account for the injury 
to these structures. The frequent partial or com- 
plete detachment of tendons and ligaments, from 
their osteus insertions is probably in part due to 
these stresses, but in greater part to a deteriora- 
tion of the bone at the point of insertion. 

From the foregoing and other observations it 
seems we must reclassify our forms of lameness 
in the horse. Instead of classifying them as 
due to injuries and heredity, we shall have to 
look upon them as due, in the main, to a general 
disease of the skeleton and of the nervous system 
resulting from improper nutrition, and in minor 
part to injuries such as nail pricks, calk wounds, 
sand cracks, corns, kicks, broken legs, etc. Our 
old notions about strains and sprains and inflam- 
mation of tendons, ligaments and joints, about 
spavins and ringbones being due to over exertion, 
fast driving, pounding the pavement, improper 
shoeing, faulty conformation, etc., are out of date 
and should have been discarded long ago. They 
never would stand scrutiny. It was notorious 
that these supposed causes of lameness and the 
cases of lameness never did go along together. 
Animals suffered the lameness that were not 
subjected to the injuries as commonly as did 
those that were subjected to them; and just 
about as commonly, animals that suffered every 
stress and even abuse to which horses could be 
put, never in all their lives were lame or de- 
veloped a spavin or other disfiguring bony 
growth on the legs. Professor Williams put this 
well in 1905, when he said: 


Let us take the cow horse of the West, bearing a 
saddle of 75 pounds and a rider of 200 pounds during a 
long and trying day, a large part of the time at a brisk 
gallop, over bank and coulee, badger holes and prairie 
dog towns, over stones and through morass, dodging 
an enraged animal, darting here and there in pursuit 
of fleeing stock, and when the lariat is thrown, the 
horse must suddenly stop to bring his quarry to the 
ground and be keenly alert to hold it. Such animals 
break their legs or necks, but rarely suffer from ring- 
bones, spavin or navicular disease. . . . On the other 
hand, we have seen foals less than six months of age, 
born in a box stall and never having been allowed the 
pleasure of a frolic. show four large ringbones and two 
well-marked spavins. 


The horseman’s job in connection with this 
incapacitating disease of horses is one of pre- 
vention. Once the condition has developed a 
whole lot of damage has been done both to the 
skeleton and to the nervous system. The condi- 
tion can be ameliorated, but I doubt much that 
the animal can ever be reaily cured. Probably 


not all the methods of preventing the develop- 
ment of this condition are known. Possibly some 
mineral or vitamin supplement may be found 
that, when added to the feed, will prevent this 
disease; but at present, we do not know of any 
and must place our whole reliance in better feed- 
ing. Of all our domestic animals, including 
poultry and dogs, the horse is the poorest fed. 
When we examine the nutritional value of his 
ration, for example a ration of oats, timothy hay 
and waicr, our wonder is, not that he suffers 
from nutritional disease, but that he lives at all. 

The requirement for avoiding skeletal disease 
of horses, so far as we know at the present 
time, consists in supplying the animal with a 
low-phosphorus high-calcium ration and sufficient 
vitamins, particularly Vitamin A and Vitamin D, 
which are nearly or quite non-existent in many 
of the common feeds of horses. Prof. R. G. 
Linton of the Royal (Dick) Veterinary College 
in Edinburgh, one of the best informed men in 
the world on animal nutrition, states that he 
believes the optimum calcium-phosphorus ratio 
for a horse to be about 1:1. Since all grains are 
low in calcium and high in phosphorus (oats 
has a calcium-phosphorus ratio of 1:7, bran a 
ratio of 1:33 and oil meal of 1:33), we must pro- 
vide the calcium in the forage and this, of course, 
means mainly legume hays, of which alfalfa is 
the one of choice. Further, we must permit our 
horses as much grazing as practical; particularly 
is this advantageous for the growing horse, and 
these same feeds provided they are in good con- 
dition, will supply the vitamins necessary. 

And prevention is a job that the horse owner 
must undertake early. An astonishing percentage 
of our colts suffer from rickets the first winter. 
It is a bad practice to catch colts up in the fall, 
take them off of the feed they have been ac- 
customed to, put them on dry fed, stable them 
and wean them all at the same time. Colts that 
are thus treated in October and November, par- 
ticularly if they are kept stabled all through the 
winter and not allowed outdoor exercise, are 
quite certain to be suffering from rickets when 
spring arrives. When they are turned upon grass 
again and exposed to plenty of sunshine, the 
symptoms of rickets quickly disappears and the 
animal thrives, but I doubt that all the damage 
to the skeleton is ever repaired. 

In some instances in my own experience, I 
know that recovery did not occur, and at three 
years old and four years old, these young horses 
were subject to what the owners called “‘stifling,’’ 
which is simply a result of rickets in colthood. 
Furthermore, I have seen aged horses with de- 
fects of the stifle that I could not attribute to 
anything other than rickets in the first year of 
the animal’s life. So, it is important to begin 
early with measures for the prevention of skeletal 
disease in horses and it is important to keep at 
it. Nothing else that can be done for the horse, 
neither care, handling or selective breeding, will 
do so much to make him a profitable and satis- 
factory animal as good feeding. 


BIFF, 5-year-old handicap performer, was pur- 
chased from Frank Ianni at New Orleans De- 
cember 15, by Mrs. A. J. Schuetze, of Houston, 
Texas, for a reported price of $5,000. Trainer 
Ianni, now free under a $10,000 bond on a charge 
of possessing narcotics, had had his horses sus- 
pended, but stewards approved the sale, with the 
provision that the horse would not be allowed to 
race at the Fair Grounds.

FAIR GROUNDS 


HE first fifth of the Louisiana Jockey Club’s 

105-lay meeting at the Fair Grounds, New 
Orleans, was completed December 19, with good 
weather conditions for the Saturday. The Pass 
Christian Handicap, an account of which appears 
below, was supported by a six-furlong sprint for 
3-year-olds and upward, under overnight condi- 
tions. The winner, surprisingly, was J. J. Cough- 
lin’s Determined, a Morvich colt which would 
have paid tremendous odds had he not been 
coupled with three other horses (which finished 
tenth, eleventh, and last in a 13-horse field) to 
form the pari-mutuel field. It was a day of up- 
sets, not a favorite getting a first place, while 
only two of the day’s choices finished first, sec- 
ond, or third. 


PALAN WINS HANDILY 

The Pass Christian Handicap ($1,500 added, 2- 
year-olds, one mile and 70 yards) at the Fair 
Grounds December 19 drew a field of 15 juveniles, 
with Shandon Farm Stable’s Prince Arthur (110) 
a 2-to-1 favorite. Prince Arthur, a son of *Sir 
Gallahad III, ran a fairly good race, close to the 
pace, went into the lead after six furlongs. But 
behind him new challengers were beginning to 
run. Coming hardest was Mrs. T. Marshall’s 
Palan (109), under a strong drive by Jockey 
F. Dougherty. He wore Prince Arthur down in 
the stretch, went on to win easily by two lengths. 
Behind him F. H. Carpenter’s Overplay (105), a 
Sun Flag colt, took second place, two lengths in 
front of Mrs. H. Torriente’s Miss Marlboro (118). 
The tiring Prince Arthur was fourth. In order 
finished Albino (108), Migal Fay (103), Longueil 
(104), Shatterproof (114), Skeeter (106), Red 
Raider (103), Miss Gravity (105), Overlap 
(107!2), Idle Elf (108), Jules Lazard (100), and 
Donnacona Kid (105). Time, :24%5, :4824, 1:133%, 
track fast. Stakes division, $1,250, 
$225, $90.

Anne, which won four races at two, four at 
three, was placed in the Lexington Fall Sales of 
1933 by Swingalong Stud. She had produced the 
winners Jolly Pal (second in Oceanus Handicap, 
third in Grey, Olympic Stakes) and Anne’s Pal, 
both by Prince Pal, and was then in foal to the 
same stallion. However, the market was low in 
1933, and she was purchased by the Texas racing 
firm of Woodward and Smith (now Valdina 
Farms), for $210. In the spring of 1934 she 
foaled Palan, which has now started 24 times, 
won three races, finished second three times, 
third six times, and has earned $3,330. Mean- 
while two earlier foals have won, these being 
Jolly Gal and Communist (10 wins to four, 1936). 
Anne has had seven foals of racing age, five 
of which were by Prince Pal. All of these have 
won, her other two have not, though both have 
started. Grace Cunard also produced the winner 
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British Isles. Josie Cohan produced the winners 
Marzo, Penelope (dam of the stakes winner 
Constant Wife), A. Mancini, Daybreak, Ayamie, 
Jessie Strauss. She was half-sister to the stakes 
winners McChesney, McKittredge, and Wise 
Mason, and to four other winners. 


RULINGS 

Licenses of Jockey R. Osborne and Jockey 
Agent Frank E. Barker were revoked at the Fair 
Grounds December 19, for touting activities on 
the grounds. 


SEASON’S STATISTICS 

ACING in Ohio, for many years, has been defi- 

nitely of the minor sort, with the Coney 
Island track at Cincinnati, rechristened River 
Downs this year, making the best bid for quality 
in racing. Figures for the 1936 reason, an- 
nounced by the State Racing Commission De- 
cember 16 show that first position has passed to 
Thistle Down Park, at Cleveland, both in num- 
ber of racing days and in volume of public sup- 
port. Horses raced at Thistle Down Park were 
of approximately the same class as those which 
performed at River Downs, since both tracks 
were under the supervision of Judge Joseph A. 
Murphy this season, and formed, along with De- 
troit, a more or less independent Mid-Western 
circuit. River Downs was reported as showing a 
heavy financial loss, while the Thistle Down Park 
venture must have been fairly successful. The 
Cleveland track had 39 racing days, or 12 more 
than River Downs, and had an average daily 
pari-mutuel turnover of $72,033, as compared 
with $55,414 daily at River Downs. The Cincin- 
nati meeting, as the result of a conflict in dates 
with Keeneland, lost several of the better horses 
to the Lexington track, and a_ considerable 
amount of Kentucky patronage, with the result 
that, although it drew on a city of approximately 
a half-million inhabitants, its pari-mutuel turn- 
over averaged several thousand dollars a day 
less than that of the Lexington track. 

Eight meetings were held in Ohio last year, of 
which two were at Northampton, two at Beulah 
Park. In addition, four harness meets and 14 
county fair meetings were held. Most of these 
were unimportant, with betting at one of them 
so slight that the State realized but $5.84 in taxes 
from it. In all, however, the State’s revenue 
increased by $5,188 over 1935 figures, despite a 
drop of 57 days in racing, with a total of $111,- 
499. Nearly half of this came from Thistle Down 
Park, which paid taxes of $45,064. 

Betting also dropped off slightly from the 1935 
figures, as a result of fewer and shorter meetings. 
In 1935 the total wagering was $6,982,478 with 
273 racing days; 1936 figures were $6,772,751 
with 216 racing days. Tax receipts from wager- 
ing showed a corresponding decrease, but collec- 
tions from licenses, registrations, and the like, 
raised the total above that of 1935. Betting at 
the running meetings:

Stallion Register 


HE 1936 supplement to THE BLOOD-HORSE Stal- 

lion Register and Mating Book went into the 
mail early Sunday morning, December 20, while 
the ink was still drying on the last form to be 
printed. The supplement this year was issued a 
bit later than its compilers could have wished, 
but, like the supporters of a losing football team, 
Wwe may expect to do better next fall. We at- 
tempted to—and did—send out all the supple- 
mentary material at one time, and so many of 
the horses were entered late that it was neces- 
sary to work the printers night and day during 
the last two weeks to get the new sheets in hands 
of owners of the book before the end of the year. 
Next year it is our intention to send out as much 
as possible of the new material about the first of 
December. 


Included in the supplementary material sent 
out were pedigrees and data on 42 new stallions 
and revisions on four stallions which were al- 
ready in the book. There are now 159 stallions 
in the book, which was first issued in the fall 
of 1935. The male-line arrangement shows that 
26 stallions are descended from Ben Brush in tail- 
male, 24 from Himyar, 23 from Fair Play, and 
12 from *Teddy. Fair Play has been dead for 
only seven years. The *Teddy line has been in 
this country for only 10 years, and *Teddy him- 
self died only this year. But so strong is the gen- 
eral regard for a successful male line that more 
than half the stallions represented in the book 
are grouped in four tribes. Of the strong line of 
Cyllene we have a much smaller representation, 
10 horses, including *Sickle and *Pharamond II. 
Of Isonomy’s line there are only eight scions, but 
these include *Blenheim II, *Challenger II, Cav- 
aleade, *St. Germans, *Jacopo, and *Swift and 
Sure, a splendid group. 


Seventeen stallions are descended from Ve- 
dette, and only five of these come through St. 
Simon. Nine of the others are descendants of 
Sundridge, including Pompey, Osculator, Reigh 
Count, Bubbling Over, and Burgoo King. Thus 
the St. Simon line, here, as in England, is shown 
to have fallen almost into oblivion. This situa- 
tion has puzzled many breeding students for 
years, since the prepotence of the St. Simon blood 
is amply proved by the amazing frequency with 
which he is found in multiple crosses in the pedi- 
grees of good horses. My own notion is that male 
lines are largely the result of fortuitous circum- 
stances, not subject to control, and not in any 
way predictable—and, furthermore, not very im- 
portant to the breeder, except for one or two gen- 
erations back. 

Take the St. Simon line, for instance. It 
boomed in England for years, then suddenly 
dropped out of important positions until it finally 
neared extermination. But in France, where 
some of the less important representatives of the 
line were imported, a very strong St. Simon line 
has been established. The first and second horses 
on the free handicap of 3-year-olds in France this 
year are sons of St. Simon-line horses. Mieuxce, 
rated about seven pounds better than any other 
horse his age in France, is by Massine, by Con- 
sols, which is by St. Bris (by St. Simon) or Dori- 
cles (by Florizel II, son of St. Simon). Vatellor, 
rated second to the champion, is by Vatout, by 
Prince Chimay, by Chaucer, by St. Simon. Va- 
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tout is also the sire of Genetout, which is seventh 
on the list. 

Consols, sire of Massine, was a good race horse 
but far removed from being a great one. He 
raced only at three, won nine of his 18 starts, 
but captured none of the more important French 
races. Nor was he an exceptional sire. Massine 
was an exceptional race horse, especially at the 
longer distances, and his record as a sire indi- 
cates a remarkable prepotence for racing class. 
Unlike most outstanding American stallions, he 
has sired no great 2-year-olds, has made his repu- 
tation through the performances of outstanding 
3-year-olds. I am not conversant with foreign 
racing to the extent that I can be positive, but I 
Suspect that Sultan Mahomed, winner of the Dew- 
hurst Stakes in England this year, is the best 
2-year-old he has sired. If Sultan Mahomed im- 
proves in keeping with the others of his tribe, 
he should prove a top-flight horse in 1937. 

There is a possibility of a parallel development 
of the St. Simon male line in America. Prince 
Pal, a good horse but no champion, either as a 
racer or as a sire, got Mate, a first-rank horse 
on the tracks, now about to enter his second year 
of service in the stud. Mate has a_ splendid 
chance of success as a sire. Many owners will 
dismiss him from consideration because he comes 
from the St. Simon line. This is the orthodox 
way of judging a young stallion. In my opinion 
it is a very poor way of making a judgment; 
Mate’s success or failure in future years will not 
be referable to his tail-male ancestry, but prin- 
cipally to his own demonstrated excellence as a 
racer. 

Another example of the varying fortunes of 
male lines lies in the history of the descendants 
of *Rock Sand. In this country you hear fre- 
quently the statement that a horse won’t amount 
to much because he belongs to the *Rock Sand 
line. Last week the reguiar statistical abstract 
issued in England by the Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association came to the office of Tue BLoop- 
Horse. It includes the pedigrees of a number of 
leading winners outside of England. Three pedi- 
grees are given for Argentina: Camerino, winner 
of the Gran Premio Nacional; Canicula, winner of 
the Polla de Potrancas; and Medicis, winner of 
the Polla de Potrillos and Gran Premio Jockey 
Club. These are the classic races of the Argen- 
tine. Camerino and Canicula are by Copyright, 
son of Tracery, son of *Rock Sand. Medicis is 
by Congreve, son of Copyright. 

Incidentally, ail three of the horses mentioned 
are bred on something of the same pattern. 
Camerino is out of Cecilia Metella, by Packoy, 
by Perrier. Canicula is out of Pierre Blanche, by 
Perrier. Congreve, sire of Medicis, is out of Per 
Noi, by Perrier. This Perrier is by Persimmon 
(son of St. Simon) out of Amphora, sister to 
Sundridge, and thus traces to Vedette at the top 
of each side of his pedigree. 

Another item of interest to American breeders 
is that Medicis is out of a French-bred mare 
called Medee, which is by *Ksar out of Medeah, 
by Masque out of Lygie, by Isinglass. *Ksar’s 
blood appears almost certain to breed on and to 
exert a good influence on American pedigrees. 
The female line is also important in this country, 
having produced such good horses as Omaha, 
Tred Avon, Lady Broadcast, Flares, Flambette, 
The Scout, etc. Medeah, second dam of Medicis, 
is fourth dam of Omaha.

BAY MEADOWS 

ACING in the San Francisc> area closed De- 

cember 19, when Bay Meadows completed its 
25-day meeting. Financially, the two San Fran- 
cisco tracks have had an extraordinarily good 
season. Bay Meadows had a daily average turn- 
over of about $170,000 for its meeting, making it 
the best season in the track’s history. The fall 
meeting in 1935, accounted very successful, had 
a daily average of slightly less than $140,000. 
As a result of this success, the track closed with 
compliments handed all round—for Manager 
William P. Kyne, Racing Secretary M. H. Morri- 
son, the handling of finish photography, and the 
like. 

Statistics are not available, but it appeared 
that fewer Eastern horses contended at Bay 
Meadows than in either of its two previous fall 
meetings. This fact was not the result of any 
lowering of the class of racing at Bay Meadows, 
but probably was because the Eastern racing sea- 
son is fuller, with increased development of the 
New England circuit. An increased number of 
good California horses (many of them bred in the 
East) compensated for this, and a good quality 
of racing was offered. Aside from the financial 
success of the 1936 fall meetings, operators of 
the San Francisco tracks have other reasons to 
feel optimistic, since they are no longer wholly 
dependent on the number of invading horses 
they can attract from stables moving to the 
Coast primarily for a campaign at Santa Anita 
Park. 


AU REVOIR HANDICAP 

Millsdale Stable’s Giant Killer (3-y-o, 107) won 
the Au Revoir Handicap ($5,000 added, all ages, 
1 1-16 miles) at Bay Meadows December 19, but 
he had no giants to kill in the eight-horse field. 
The track was heavy and the favorite, Ariel 
Cross (116), quit after going six furlongs. A. R. 
Born’s Below Zero (103), pacemaker for the first 
mile, raced gamely to the end, but the *St. Ger- 
mans coit proved too much for him. Jockey 
Charley Corbett rated Giant Killer well through 
the early running, holding him just behind 
the pace. When called on, Giant Killer rushed 
up, won as his rider pleased. At the finish he led 
Below Zero by three lengths, with M. C. Walker’s 
Watersplash (101), also at home in the going, a 
length and a quarter farther back. G. T. Wil- 
liams’ Slapped (105) was fourth, with Make and 
Break (3-y-0, 101), Wildland (3-y-o0, 105), Ariel 
Cross, and Best Bid (110) following in order.

Giant Killer was foaled, on April 3, 1933, at 
Faraway Farm, near Lexington. He won one 
race in 11 starts at two, showed considerably 
more promise this year. However, though he 
ran close up behind Granville, Count Arthur, and 
other prominent stakes horses, he had not pre- 


viously won a stakes, and at the end of the 
season he was sold privately to Millsdale Stable. 
He has started 32 times, won four races, finished 
second three times, third four times. He hag 
earned more from seconds and thirds in stakes 
than from the three overnight races he had 
won previously, and his earnings total $12,218. 
He is the first foal of Escadrille, which did not 
race. She has also produced the 2-year-old win- 
ner Scout Plane. *Escuina is also dam of Bateau, 
etc., and further details of the pedigree appear 
in connection with another of her stakes win- 
ners, Jean Bart, in THE BLOOD-HORSE of Septem- 
ber 5, page 251. Giant Killer is the seventh 3- 
year-old stakes winner by *St. Germans this 
season, the others being Bold Venture, Memory 
Book, Gean Canach, Reminding, Sparta, and 
Tatterdemalion. 


THEY’RE NEARLY OFF 


A jewelry concern in Paris (France) has of- 
fered to send a set of silver racing plates to 
help French-bred *Grand Manitou over the mile 
and a quarter of the Santa Anita Handicap. The 
Monrovia Chamber of Commerce has set up a 
perpetual trophy, a replica of which will go to 
the winner of the Christmas Stakes each year. 
Assistant Publicity Writer Brainerd K. Beck- 
with has written a novel. Santa Anita Park has 
a new horse ambulance. General Manager 
Charles H. Strub has predicted an attendance of 
60,000 or more for opening day, post time has 
been set up a half-hour, to one o’clock, nomina- 
tions are in for the Christmas Stakes, and Santa 
Anita Park is about to launch its winter meeting. 

Horsemen, more interested in the races than in 
the trimmings, find a good field in prospect for 
the stakes event which features the Christmas 
Day opening. Giant Killer, winner of the Au 
Revoir Handicap at Bay Meadows, is expected to 
be the favorite, but probably few Easterners will 
prefer his chances to those of Seabiscuit or Ac- 
colade. A. C. T. Stock Farm will send out Special 
Agent, and other prospective starters are Stand 
Pat, Sangreal, Gallant Mac, Bright Plumage, and 
Ann O’Ruley. The Christmas Stakes is at one 
mile, for horses of all ages, with $5,000 added. 
Prospects for Santa Anita’s third meeting are 
excellent, with a fine collection of good horses, 
and with apparently increasing enthusiasm for 
the sport. 


SALES COMPANY 

From Los Angeles comes announcement of the 
formation of the California Sales Company, head- 
ed by Walter W. Lindley, who was for many 
years in charge of racing at Illinois state fairs, 
and also for a time connected with fair ground 
racing in Lexington. Vice president is Robert A. 
Smith (not to be confused with Brookmeade Sta- 
ble’s Robert A. Smith), a prominent figure in 
California trotting and breeding circles. Charles 
W. McFerran, Jr., well known as an auctioneer to 
Kentucky horsemen, has moved from Louisville, 
Ky., to California, and will act as auctioneer for 
the new sales company. 

Presumably sales of Thoroughbreds, including 
an annual yearling sale, will be the chief concern 
of the new company, but it will also handle sales 
of Standardbred and saddle horses and purebred 
livestock. 

BAY MEADOWS 

A paddock sale at Bay Meadows on December 

19 resulted in the disposal of 11 head, for a total 
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of $3,625, an average of $329.55. Highest price 
realized was $950, which R. H. Thompson paid 
for Lady Waite, 4-year-old Gladiator filly con- 
signed by W. Causey.

$5,000 FOR EXPENSES REFUSED 


A Reuter dispatch recently published by news- 
papers in Europe: 
Auckland, Saturday. 


An offer of £1.000 has been made to the Smith broth- 
ers, owners of Wotan, the 100 to 1 winner of the Mel- 
bourne Cup, as expenses towards sending the horse to 
race in the United States. 

Fryer, trainer of the horse, is against the pro- 
posal. 

“Wotan is a stayer, pure and simple,” he said, “and 
most of the races in America are no more than a mile 
and a quarter. 

“If the owners are guided by me, they will keep him 
for the Sydney Cup, over two miles, one of the few 
races that would suit him.” 


FLORIDA 


TROPICAL PARK 
HE first six days of racing at Tropical Park 
showed a gain of some 40 per cent over the 
corresponding period in 1935. At the end of the 
first Saturday, December 19, the total pari-mutuel 
turnover was $911,546, as compared with $679,461 
for the first week last year. 

Florida publicity represents the tourist season 
as starting earlier each year, and there is some 
support for the claim in the results at Tropical 
Park. Two years ago the Gables Racing Asso- 
ciation was objecting to dates beginning in mid- 
December, as being too far in advance of the sea- 
son to be profitable. With the daily average of 
the current meeting at $151,924 through the first 
six days, Tropical Park seems headed for a very 
successful meeting, as there should be a regular 
gain to the end of the meeting. 

The Miami track has a large number of mod- 
erate horses. Most of the better horses in Florida 
are at Hialeah Park, and are not being vanned 
over to Tropical Park to contend there. Part of 
this may be due to the desire of trainers of the 
better stables to give their charges a brief rest, 
but another part is the fact that Tropical Park 
is offering little financial inducement. Purses are 
chiefly of the minimum $700 variety, and the Sat- 
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urday feature was the Royal Palm Handicap, 
worth $885 to the winner. The race went to Mrs. 
Emil Denemark’s Two Bob, a Whitney-bred 
daughter of The Porter, which finished a nose in 
front of Mrs. Charles Hainsworth’s Blackbirder. 
Two Bob’s stablemate, Brown Feathers, was 
third, a neck farther back. Supporting attrac- 
tion was an overnight handicap with an $800 
purse, won by Miss A. Doris’ Lady Higloss, 5- 
year-old Ladkin mare. 

WIRE SERVICE HALTED 

Florida’s racing rules prohibit sending or re- 
ceiving of certain messages at Florida race 
tracks. These messages include bets wired away 
from the track, tipster information wired in. 
Last week the Florida Racing Commission ruled 
that messages submitted to Western Union of- 
fices at Tropical Park should be inspected, in 
order to enforce adherence to this rule. Western 
Union officials refused to permit this inspection, 
held telegrams to be confidential. 

On December 21 Branch Manager Fred Gray 
and four telegraph operators were escorted from 
Tropical Park by track police, just before racing 
began. Manager Gray paid his way in again, 
but was denied permission to enter his office. 
With no apparent indication of yielding either by 
the commission or the Western Union officials, 
Tropical Park authorities must enforce daily 
closing of the Western Union office or lose their 
operating license. General Supervisor Walter 
McGriff, acting for the racing commission, said: 
“We have no quarrel with the Western Union or 
any other agency. The State law has given us 
power to make regulations we feel are for the 
best interests of racing.” 

JOCKEY RULING 

Florida’s State Racing Commission issued a 
bulletin to Tropical Park stewards December 16, 
containing a ruling also to apply at Hialeah 
Park, prohibiting apprentices from riding in 
races started from the Australian barrier unless 
approved by the stewards, denying them ap- 
prentice allowances in such races. Starter George 
Cassidy, who will get the fields away at Hialeah 
Park, and George Wingfield, who acts in the 
same capacity at Tropical Park, breathed public 
sighs of relief, agreeing that older and more 
experienced riders would greatly facilitate the 
introduction of the Australian barrier. Only 2- 
year-olds will be started in this manner, and the 
combination of inexperienced horses and inex- 
perienced riders promised to be too much to 
handle. 


NEW YORK 

BELMONT AND SARATOGA ENTRIES 
TAKES events at Belmont Park and Saratoga, 
closing December 7, drew approximately the 
same number of entries as in 1935, though there 
was a slight drop at both tracks. A total of 
2,542 entries were made to 17 events at Belmont 
Park, as against 2,591 in 1935. At Saratoga 
1,398 entries were made to eight stakes, a drop 
of two from the 1,400 which were entered in 1935. 
At Belmont Park, the heaviest falling off was 
in the events for 1938 and 1939. The Belmont 
Stakes of 1938 (second closing) had 14 fewer 
entries than in 1935, while the first closing of the 
1939 event had 45 fewer. The Lawrence Realiza- 
tion of 1938, second closing, had 15 fewer entries 
than in 1935, and the first closing of the 1939 
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event fell off by 12. Other events varied so 
slightly that the variation is probably without 
significance, though in general, specials for 2- 
and 3-year-olds increased in number of nomina- 
tions, while handicap and cup events fell off 
slightly. There were exceptions, however, even 
to this generalization. Since the number of 
nominators increased, even though actual nomi- 
nations fell off a trifle, operators of the West- 
chester Racing Association profess themselves 
pleased. 

Tendencies of the variations at Saratoga were 
even less marked. Most notable increase was in 
the nominations for the Spinaway Stakes, for 
2-year-old fillies, which gained 20 nominations 
over 1935 figures. There was a slight drop in the 
three major 2-year-old events, the Hopeful, 


United States Hotel, and Grand Union Hotel

FUTURITY, MATRON STAKES 

An advertisement in this issue of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE calls attention of breeders and owners to 
the closing of the Futurity Stakes to be run at 
Belmont Park in 1939, and also of the Matron 
Stakes of 1938. Entries to both events close 
January 4. 

Because of the unsettled state of racing during 
the economic crisis, conditions of the Futurity 
were changed so that weanlings were nominated 
to the event. The 1936 Futurity was run under 
these conditions, and the 1937 and 1938 run- 
nings will be contested by 2-year-olds which 
were nominated as weanlings. But for the 1939 
running, the Westchester Racing Association is 
returning to the original closing condition, and 
the January 4 closing is for mares which are 
still to foal (foals of 19387). The Matron Stakes 
of 1938 is for 2-year-old fillies (foals of 1936, 
now weanlings), and closes on the same date. 


NEW TRACK IN OREGON 

Portland Downs, Portland, Ore., is the latest 
proposed track in the Northwest. It will be a one- 
mile oval, just outside the northern city limits 
of Portland, is incorporated as Riverton Sports- 
drome. 


CORRECTIONS 


N the handling of a rather considerable amount 

of detailed reports of sales during 1936, a few 
errors inevitably crept into accounts published 
in THE BLOOD-HORSE.

NEWMARKET SALES

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NTIL last week it had been generally under- 

steod that Granville, leading 3-year-old of 
1936, would continue racing next year under the 
colors of his breeder, William Woodward. But 
on December 16 Mr. Woodward announced in 
New York that Granville was through with rac- 
ing, that he had been leased to Kenneth N. Gilpin, 
owner of Kentmere Farm at Boyce, Va., for five 
years. The announcement was something of a 
surprise. Granville had struck himself in his last 
race, the Lawrence Realization, and subsequently 
was fired, but was quite sound for racing. How- 
ever, American racing does not offer many at- 
tractive opportunities for champions more than 
three years of age. Mr. Woodward has owned 
three 3-year-old champions in the last seven 
years—-Gallant Fox, Omaha, and Granville—and 
has raced none of them in America at four. 

At Kentmere Granville will replace his great- 
grandsire, *Teddy, which died July 12 last. His 
fee has not been announced. 

Granville, foaled March 1, 1933, at A. B. Han- 
cock’s Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky., started seven 
times at two, winning one race, finishing second 
once, third three times, earning $1,525. He was 
third in the Babylon Handicap and Champagne 
Stakes. At the end of his 2-year-old season he 
was recognized as a colt of considerable promise, 
but not many handicappers would have been will- 
ing to predict for him the brilliant career that 
followed. 

In his first start at three he won an overnight 
race. He was beaten a nose by Teufel in the 
Wood Memorial, giving weight to the winner. 
He lost his rider at the start of the Kentucky 
Derby, was beaten by Bold Venture, the Derby 
winner, in a camera finish for the Preakness. In 
the Suburban Handicap at Belmont Park, he was 
again the loser in a camera contest, beaten a 
nose by Firethorn. After that he marched vic- 
toriously through the Belmont Stakes, the Classic 
at Arlington Park, the Kenner, the Travers, the 
Saratoga Cup, and the Lawrence Realization. 
He was the year’s leading money-winner, with 
earnings of $110,295, and was generally con- 
sidered the outstanding horse of 1936. In all he 
started 18 times, won eight races, was four times 
second, three times third, three times unplaced, 
earning $111,820. 

Granville is a son of the champion Gallant Fox 
out of Gravita, which raced seven times unplaced 
at three. Gravita is by *Sarmatian (son of the 
great French stallion Sardanapale) out of Gravi- 
tate, dam of Sir Andrew, Dominus, and other 
winners. The third dam, *Lady Carnot, also 
produced Aga Khan, winner of the Lawrence 
Realization and other important stakes. Gran- 
ville not only traces to Ajax in tail male, but 
has another cross of that noted sire through 
*Sarmatian, whose dam was *Mousse des Bois, 
by Ajax. Omaha, Flares, and The Scout also 
have the double cross of Ajax.

STALLION PULLS A PLOW 

Jo B. Morgan, Jr., of Nashville, Tenn., is some- 
thing of a figure in hunting circles in the Mid-

He is also a good horse in the hunting field, accord- 
ing to Mr. Morgan (who was a visitor in Lexing- 
ton last week).

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YEARLINGS SOLD AT AUCTION IN NORTH AMERICA IN ead 


ORSEMEN had some reason to expect a 

general increase in yearling prices in 1936, 
because the entire fabric of racing was obviously 
more solid than it had been since the depression 
struck. But few would have predicted as large 
or as evenly distributed an increase as actually 
came. Present publication of a complete list of all 
yearlings sold at auction in North America dur- 
ing the year shows a gain of 33.6 per cent over 
1935 prices, which in turn represented an increase 
of 43.5 per cent over 1934. The last two years, 
in consequence, show an increase of nearly 100 
per cent in yearling prices. 

In 1935, the number of Saratoga yearlings 
increased, the Lexington market showing a cor- 
responding numerical decrease. This year the 
tendency was in the other direction. A total of 
469 yearlings were sold at Saratoga, as against 
548 in 1935 (however, this still represents an 
increase of 61 over the number sold at Saratoga 
in 1934). At Lexington, where the number had 
dropped to 246 in 1935, from 277 in 1934, there 
was a sharp increase, 350 yearlings passing 
through the sales ring. The cause of this shift is 
not immediately apparent; it possibly represents 
no more than accidental variation, or the result 
of a season so dry that it was more than usually 
difficult to get yearlings ready for the Saratoga 
market. A contributory cause may have been 
that, since the holding of the Lexington sales 
during the Keeneland meeting promised to bring 
additional buyers, breeders were less anxious to 
send their yearlings to the East. 


Whatever the cause, the result was that the 
Saratoga yearlings represented a smaller and 
probably more carefully selected crop, did not 
begin to satisfy the demand of the market. 
Saratoga yearling prices, as a result, showed an 
increase of 58.1 per cent. It was an extremely 
healthy market, with few outstanding high 
prices, but with a good steady tone. Actual top 
price was lower than in 1935. Two yearlings 
(chestnut colt by Man o’ War—Bridgeen, by 
Dominant, and bay colt by *Sir Gallahad III— 
Sari, by *Omar Khayyam) sold for $18,000 each 
this year. In 1935 a Blue Larkspur colt brought 
$20,000. However, in 1935 there were but seven 
yearlings which brought $10,000 or more, while 
this year there were 10 above that figure. 

Most encouraging to breeders, however, was 
the tremendous gain in filly prices at Saratoga. 
Thanks to vigorous campaigning for filly oppor- 
tunities, and increasing realization of the value 
of fillies as potential broodmares, filly prices 
more than doubled, increasing 118.5 per cent 
over those of 1935. Where, in 1935, only three 
fillies brought $5,000 or more, there were 12 
which exceeded that figure this year. Highest 
priced filly of the sale was one by *Bull Dog— 
Nimble Hoof, by Sweep, which brought $9,000. 

Over the entire year, there was an increase 
of 51 in the total number of yearlings sold at 
auction, 892 as compared with 841 in 1935. Lex- 
ington and Saratoga continue to account for the 
overwhelming majority of these, with a total 
of 819 this year. However, there were 73 year- 
lings sold at other markets this year, as com- 
pared with 47 in 1935. 

The 892 yearlings which were sold this year 
brought a total of $1,405,255, average $1,575.40. 
This represents an increase of $396.05 over the 
1935 average. At Saratoga the average was

$2,485.23, an increase of $913.56 over that of 
1935. At Lexington the average was $588.21, 
or an increase of $119.67. At markets outside of 
these two, the average was $463.08, or $137.58 
higher than in 1935.

A part, though wae a part, of the unusually 
high prices paid for fillies in 1936 may be that 
the market returned to normal as far as numeri- 
cal proportion is concerned. Fillies made up 39 
per cent of the total yearlings at Saratoga in 
1933, and the same proportion in 1934. In 1935, 
fillies constituted 45 per cent of the Saratoga 
offerings. Since the assumption is that the best 
of the yearling crop sold is sold at Saratoga, it 
is obvious that the 1935 market went “deeper” 
into the crop of fillies, and as a result the slight 
increase ($17) in filly prices which was deplored 
last season probably represented a better situa- 
tion than breeders realized. The increase in the 
number of fillies from 161 to 247 must have repre- 
sented an addition of slightly cheaper stock, and

for the market to gain at all under such a con- 
dition indicated an upward turn. 


In 1936 the proportion of fillies again dropped 
to 39 per cent, possibly because breeders, dis- 
couraged by the disparity between colt and filly 
prices in 1935, sent only their better fillies to 
Saratoga. This fact, in itself, would have been 
sufficient to raise the average price of fillies in 
1936, but it was not sufficient to account for the 
tremendous jump which filly averages. took. 
After whatever discounts are made for the 
smaller number of offerings and the general im- 
provement in economic and racing conditions, the 
1936 market indicated that increase of filly op- 
portunities and steady insistence on the future 
value of fillies as broodmares have played the 
chief part in causing the abrupt rise in filly 
prices.

Figures for the proportionate number of fillies 
and colts at Lexington and other sales are not 
available for previous seasons. In 1936 consider- 
ably more than half (58 per cent) of the offer- 
ings were fillies (203 fillies, 147 colts), and this 
is not a normal condition. Probable explanation 
of this is that, after the increase in filly prices 
at Saratoga, Kentucky breeders put an unusual 
number of fillies in the Lexington sale. Even so, 
the market stood up solidly, with the filly aver- 
age at Lexington only 24 per cent below that of 
colts. For the year, fillies sold for only about 
half as much as colts, though considerably above 
this proportion at all markets. Reason for the 
apparent contradiction is that only 42 per cent 
of the fillies were sold on the highest market, 
at Saratoga, while nearly 61 per cent of the colts 
were sold there. 


For the years 1926 to 1928 inclusive, the 
figures given above are taken from the Ameri- 
can Racing Manual.

MASSACHUSETTS 


SALE OF SUFFOLK DOWNS RUMORED 
EPORTS which apparently have considerable 
foundation indicate that Walter E. O’Hara, 

managing director of Narragansett Park, Paw- 

tucket, R. I., is negotiating for the purchase of 


Suffolk Downs, at Boston. Mr. O’Hara had 
several business conferences last week with 
Charles F. Adams, principal stockholder of 


Suffolk Downs, and it was reported that a dif- 
ference of $6 a share was the only factor holding 
up the deal. Mr. Adams owns 15,500 shares of 
the 30,000 shares of common stock in Suffolk 
Downs, asks $33 a share. Mr. O’Hara has offered 
$27 a share, refuses to go higher. Observers 
expect that an adjustment will be reached, as 
Manager Adams is anxious to sever his con- 
nection with racing. 

Suffolk Downs has had prosperous meetings, 
but the original investment was nearly $2,500,- 
000, and Mr. Adams told the Massachusetts 
State Racing Commission recently that the track 
had cleared “only’’ $108,000 in the two years of 
its operation. The track is said to have out more 
than $1,000,000 in bonds which have yet to be 
retired. Recent internal dissention, resulting in 
the removal of Allan Wilson as managing direc- 
tor, has weakened the Suffolk Downs organiza- 
tion somewhat. 

A considerable part of the original investment, 
according to well founded reports, came from 
the fact that political pressure forced a rather 
undesirable site (a former city dump) on the 
builders, at a very high price. It is not well 
located, is difficult of access.

MATE was foaled in the year of Equipoise, Twenty Grand, Jamestown, Sweep 
All, Ladder, and others, and in his 2- and 3-year-old seasons was compelled 
to run against the best crop of horses of the century. At two he was unplaced 
but once, and won eight races and $58,650, including Champagne Stakes (de- 
feating Equipoise and Ladder), Breeders’ Futurity (defeating Pennate and 
Blind Bowboy), Spalding Lowe Jenkins Handicap, Walden Handicap (defeat- 
ing Sweep All and Twenty Grand). He was second by a nose in the Richard 
Johnson Stakes, was third to Equipoise and Twenty Grand in the Pimlico 
Futurity, and third in the Belmont Futurity. 

AT THREE Mate won seven races and $214,775, and was third by a few thou- 
sand dollars (to Top Flight and Twenty Grand) on the list of money-winning 
horses. He won the Preakness (beating Twenty Grand, Ladder, Equipoise, 
Clock Tower, etc.), American Derby (beating Pittsburger and Spanish Play, in 
track record time of 2:04 1-5), Classic Stakes (defeating Spanish Play and 
Twenty Grand in new track record time of 2:02 2-5), Kenner Stakes, Stanley 
Produce Stakes, Bowie and Thanksgiving Handicaps. He was second to Sun 
Beau in Hawthorne Gold Cup, third to Twenty Grand in Kentucky Derby in 
record time of 2:01 4-5, and third to Tambour and Tred Avon in Potomac 
Handicap, making heavy weight concessions. He was third in the Maryland 
Handicap, giving the winner 13 pounds. 

MATE also won, in America, the Challenger Invitation Purse and Thanksgiving 
Handicap. He was second in Bryan and O'Hara Memorial twice, second in 
Riggs, Washington Handicaps, and Whitney Gold Cup. He was third in Metro- 
politan, Brooklyn, Washington, Thanksgiving Handicaps, and in Wilson Stakes, 
Arlington Gold Cup, and Hawthorne Gold Cup. 

MATE comes from a strong family. His fourth dam, Stella, is also fourth dam 
of Trigo (Derby, St. Leger, Irish St. Leger, etc.), and Athford (Doncaster 
Cup, Great Jubilee Handicap, etc. ). 

IN America, Mate was in the money 48 times in 63 starts and won $297,860. 


IN his English campaign, Mate won the Challenge Stakes, was second in the 
Coronation Cup (carrying 132 pounds, giving the winner 3), second in the 
Ayrshire Handicap (giving the winner 29 pounds), third in the City and Sub- 
urban Handicap (carrying 130, giving 12 to the winner, 17 to second), third 
in the Duke of York Handicap (giving the winner 9, the second horse 8 
pounds). In England Mate earned 790 sovereigns, or about $3,950 

IN 1936, his first season in the stud, Mate was bred to 21 mares, of which 18 
are in foal.
